The manufacturers of the old coun- 
try are in the sear future to make a 
bid tor a larger share in the rapidly 
increasing import trade of Canada, and 
with this end in view a carefully or- 
ganized campaign of far-reaching pos- 
sibilities is being pep: oS ata by the 
Canadian shamber of commerce in the 
empire's capital. 

The chit visible sign of the cam- 
paign will be an exhibition train to 
run over all the thousands of miles 
of the Canadian railways, for a year 
a’ first, and . terwards for as many 
years ag British traders find it use- 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex- 
amples of the best of British goods 
suitable for Canadian use, made by 
representative British firms. - 

It was at first proposed to hire the 
train from one of the Canadian rail- 
ways, but it has been decided that, 
to carry out the “Made in Britain 
idea to the fullest extent, the train it- 
self and the locomotive shall be buiit 
in the United Kingdom, the finest the 
country can produce, and taken 
across the Atlantic with the other 
exhibits.

Its Functicn is to Minister to All the 
~. Needs of the Community 

In a social gathering held after the 

evening service in a large church in 
Winnipeg it occurred to someone to 
find out where the people had come 
from. Each man and woman was ask 
ed to announce his or her home town. 
What a ro!l call! Ontario, Quebec. 
the Maritime Provinces, the Dakotas. 
Towa—half the States in the Union; 
Scotland, Ireland and almost — every 
county in England. It was a decided 
shock when a young voice announced 
her birth place as “Winnipeg.” One 
native-born—all the other strangers. 
So it is in all our western communi- 
ties. We have come from all over the 
English-speaking world and in many 
districts from half the countries in 
Europe as well. Each brings his own 
traditions, customs, ideals, church af- 
filiations, national pecularities and 
Perhaps distinctive language. A few 
have something in common and unite 
into a jittle group, but there are 
scores of such Jittle groups. How unite 
these groups into one strong com- 
munity life. This iv one of the great 
social tasks of each neighborhood. The 
division into sects and parties and 
sets is bound to create petty jealousies 
and friction and community _ ineffic- 
jency. Union means strength and har- 
mony and success. 
One of the greatest needs in each 
neighborhood ¢s that of a “community 
church.” This is needed first of all for 
economical reasons. It is little less 
than a sinful waste of money to erect 
a separate church building for each 
little group of people to use two or 
three hours a week. But much more 
than that, the community chureh is 
needed to draw all altogether into a 
great common brotherhood dominated 
by the highest ideals. 

This may or may not mean an or- 
ganic union of all denominations.

THE STACKHOUSE ANTARCTIC EX- 
PLORATION HAS TAKEN A

Will Start Next Summer on Work 
of Surveying, Charting and Sound- 
ing the Ocean or a Scale Not Ap 
proached Since 1872.

The Wisdom of a Great Maharaja 
Recalled In Memoirs, 
Some interesting recollections are 
oo Raioan® tt abarae 
A e Ma a 
Rewah—who died in Isei-—wes one 


of the greatest sportsmen ir India; 
he had slain hundreds of tigers, 
some of them at very close quarters. 
He was a mighty hunter, and a very 


fine specimen of a Rajput chief, and 
the terror of all his people. But he 
war held in complete subjection by 
his wives, of whom, alas! there were 
no fower than elght. On a certain 
occasion, when paying a ceremonial 
visit to the British officer of the 
district, his highness came with a 
large retinue of armed retainers and 
many elephants, and occupiea an 
enormous tent in the centre of an 
encampment, covering many acres of 
land, where all his wives with their 
Tespective servants and guards were 
likewise accommodated in tents. The 
next morning it was seen that a very 
small insignificant tent had been 
pitched, during the night, about half 
amile from the princely encamp- 
ment, and to this humble refuge the 
great chief had betaken himself. He 
explained that he had fled from the 
Maharanis—‘For,” he said, “I am 
something of a philosopher—Never 
quarrel with women.” 

A brave old Indian officer of the 
Bengal Infantry who came to Eng- 
land as one of the King’s orderlies 
was asked on his return to India 
what he considered to be the most 
remarkable thing in London. He 
replied, unhesitatingly, ‘‘The police.” 
“You will see,” he said, “one man 
step out into the middle of the street 
and hold up his hand to stop the 
traffic of carriages in order that a 
little child, in a perambulator push- 
ed by a nursemaid, may cross the 
road in safety; and though the 
motor-cars and carriages contain 
lords and dukes—and, perhaps, even 
former viceroys of India—the driv- 
ers obey the signal of the policeman, 
and no one dares to drive past until 
he gives permission by lowering bis 
hand. It is wonderful this power of 
the police, but I think I have found 
the reason. Every policeman in 
London is the son of a lord.”

If the problem of its origin could 
be solved, comfort would come to 
thousands living maimed lives to- 
day, and many more thousands yet 
unborn, as Sir William Osler said 
in declaring the laboratory open: 
“This is Bath’s great opportunity, 
for nowhere else do so many arthri- 
tis patients come in the course of a 
year.” 

The laboratory is not intended for 
the benefit of the wealthy habitues 
of the Grand Pump Room, for it is 
attached to the Royal Mineral Water 
Hospital, which is an institution free 
to all, rich and poor alike, Its origin 
is peculiarly intersting, and was ex- 
plained at opening ceremony by Rev. 
Cc. E. B. Barnwell, the president. 
Towards the end of the sixteenth 
century justices of the peace the 
country over were enabled by act 
of Parliament to provide money for 
sending poor and indigent cripples to 
Bath, and they fulfilled their duty so 
thoroughly that the crowds of beg- 
gars became an intolerable nuisance. 

In fact the name of the Bath beg- 
gars became notorious. Beau Nash 
anc Dr. Olivet, with one or two oth- 
ers, made up their minds to do some- 
thing for them, and so got together 
funds for helping them. The result 
was the buying up of the derelict the- 
atre and turning it into a hospital. 
{It is in the modern successor of this 
o'd charity tiat the present labora- 
tory has been built, 

In his address Sir William Osler 
first alluded to the enormous 
changes that had taken place in the 
methods of investigating diseases 
during recent years. ‘“We now differ- 
| entiate its causes into three groups,” 
he said, ‘‘first, those cases where a 
focus of poisoning is formed in the 
teeth and tonsils; secondly, those set 
up by the poisoning in the bowels; 
and, thirdly, those started by the 
trouble known as gout. Even to dis- 
tinguish between the three needs 
laboratory work of great difficulty. It 
is in the elaborate working out of 
every case and full ‘tabulation that 
the hope of eventually conquering 
the disease must lie. I hope this lab- 
oratory will help us to reach some 
knowledge of the cause which leads 
to this vast waste of human life and 
energy.” 

But Sir William Osler not only 
set before his audience a great ideal. 
He went on to make definite suggef- 
tions, ard out of them arose the new 
sanitarium.

Goes 500 Miles an Hour. 

While experts continue to discuss 
the practicability of H. Bachelet’s 
aerially suspended railway, J. Esson, 
a Birmingham manufacturer, an- 
nounces that he has invented a train 
which will travel 500 miles an bour, 
200 miles an hour faster than the 
Bachelet train. 

This latest invention is of the 
monorail type, but has one of the 
Bachelet features inasmuch as It will 
fly after attaining a certain speed. 
It “--s not rely for levitation on 
magnetic repulsion, but on the prin- 
ciples of aviation. It will bea hybrid 
of a street car and an aeroplane with 
an overhead trolley and propellers, 
The model is driven by electricity. 
The inventor claims that it can attain 
a specd of 500 miles an hour with 
ease and safety, and he expects to 
give a demonstration soon with a 
working model.

The African Elephant, 

Shunning man and, as a rule, flee- 
ing at his approach, the African ele- 
phant when attacked often shows 
fight and is dangerous prey. Kongo 
specimens have very large ears that 
even stretch back beyond the neck 
and cover part of the flank. In color 
the Kongc elephants are of a grayish 
blue, almost slatelike tint. No one 
has ever reported seeing specimens of 
the sacred white elephant of India 
there. In size Kongo elephants have 
been killed that were more than four- 
teen feet high at the withers and 
reckoned at more than eight tons in 
weight. Tusks obtained are some- 
times more than 200 pounds in 
weight and six feet and a half in 
length. 


Sign Crusade In “‘ngland, 


The crusade against outdoor ad- 
vertising signs in England accom- 
plished results years ago. It was 
the Society For the Prevention of 
Abuses In Public Advertising—called 
“Spapa” for short—that led the 
fight. There is now a well enforced 
law in England which empowers lo- 
cal authorities to frame bylaws ‘‘for 
regulating, restricting or preventing 
the exhibition of advertisements 'n 
such manner or by such neans as to 
affect injuriously the amenities of a 
-public park or pleasure promenade, 
or to disfigure the natural beauty of 
a landscape.” 


Leper Colony In England, 

With the late Lord Strathcona’s 
gift of $25,000, the first leper colony 
in the United Kingdom will be estab- 
lished next fall in.a deserted part of 
Essex. There are now only twehty 
cases of leprosy in the entire United 
Kingdom, They are isolated, but 
widely scattered, and the bringing 
them together for care at a central 
colony will not only assure more com- 
fort for the afflicted, but will enable 
new research into the disease. A spe- 
clally equipped hospital will be a 
part of the new colony,

QUEENSLAND WITCHES, 


Australian Aborigines Have Some 
Queer Beliefs. 

Queenslana has a department of 
its administration devoted to the pro- 
tection of the aboriginal inhabitants 
of the land atill jeft. There are 33 
“protectors” throughout the state 
who look after the interests of the 
blacks, give permits for their em- 
ployment, see to their wages, and 
generally look after their well-being. 
Many of the cattle stations in the 
north are worked entirely with ab- 
original labor. The wage runs from 
10s, to 258. per week. The blacks 
are also in demaad for sugar farm- 
ing. Round the towns of Queensland 
camps of nomadic blacks are to be 
found, who do odd jobs for the in- 
habitants. The police department of 
Queensland employe 94 natives as 
trackers. There are nine mission 
stations on the north coast of 
Queensland, where a‘out 200 natives 
are trained and brought up to use- 
ful work, also there are aboriginal 
reserves. 

In every way the Queensland na- 
tives are well protected, and the aim 
of the Government is to give the 
small remnant of the wild blacks a 
share in the benefits which have ac- 
ecrued under civilization. The ab- 
original makes a splendid horseman 
and groom, and of course he is a 
born bushman. One of the features 
of the system unler which Queens- 
land sees to the comfort and well- 
being of the original inhabitants of 
th» soil is the annual distribution of 
blankets on the approach of cold 
weather. The report contains the 
following interesting notes: ‘‘Inter- 
nal diseases are uniformly ascribed 
to witchcraft, or sorcery; some black- 
fellow, it is alleged, ill-disposed to- 
wards the patient, has swallowed a 
| stone, or a bone, and vomiting it up 
again, has spat it out at him, a pro- 
cess which is sure to make him ill, if 
not to kill him. The wizard is sup- 
posed, moreover, to possess the pow- 
er of conveying himself underground 
to the object of his deadly malice, 
and when the charge of sorcery is 
thus fixed upon a particular individ- 
ual by the supposed injured party, he 
is given up to death by his own tribe, 
and no injury is inflicted on the 
‘avenger who puts him to death. In 
| cases of disease, the practice of some 
tribes is to place the skin of the dead 
{man either under or over the patient. 
This is supposed to be a powerful 
| specific against sorcery or witch- 
craft; but the most frequent specific 
employed by the natives in the case 
of internal diseases is as follows. 
viz.: Proceeding on the supposition 
that the patient is under the influ- 
ence of sorcery on the part of some 
hostile or ill-disposed native of some 
other tribe, his wife, sister, mother, 
or some other near female relative 
(for it is generally a female who of- 
ficiates on such occasions) under- 
takes to deliver him from the malign 
influence by a kind of incantation, 
in the efficacy of which they have un- 
bounded confidence. 

For this purpose, 


the patient—te 
extended on his back, and a narrow 
belt of the skin of some animal, such 
as an apossum, bear, or flying fox, 
which sometimes the natives wear 
around their bodies as a girdle, ts 
bound around his body, or head, ac- 
cording as the one or other is affect- 
ed. A vessel containing water is 
next placed beside him, of which the 
operator takes a mouthful; then 
seizing the end of the belt with both 
hands, the operator rubs it violently 
along her gums till the blood flows, 
ever and anon spitting out the blood 
into a small hole dug in the ground 
to receive it. Under this process the 
disease or malign influence is sup- 
posed to pass out of the body of the 
patient, along the belt into the mouth 
of the operator, who spits it out with 
the blood, the attendants chanting 
all the while,

East Indian Soldiers In Royal En- 
tourage Now an Institution. 

The fact that King George receiv- 
ed at Buckingham Palace recently 
four Indian orderlies, who will be tn 
attendance on His Majesty at state 
ceremonies during the season, is a 
reminder that it has been the cus- 
tom for many years, particular since 
the late Queen Victoria was made 
Empress of India in the ‘seventies, to 
have at the English court Indians of 
high caste, usually relatives of pow- 
erful potentates, to act as orderlies 
and attendants to their Majesties. 

The custom really arose frum the 
desire of Indian princes to learn 
something of English life, although 
it has been surgested that the wish 
on the part of the authorities to im- 
press Indian royalty with our power 
and resources has had not a little 
to do with the continuance of these 
periodical visits to the court of high- 
caste Indians. And there can be no 
doubt that the close personal rela- 
tionship between the Indian princes 
and our royal family which has re- 
sulted from such visits has done 
much to improve the relations be- 
tween Britain and India. 

Queen Victoria always liked to 
have her Indian attendants about 
her, and a glance at pictures dealing 
with the events of her reign will 
show that she was invariably accom- 
panied by her orderlies from the 
East. 

The late King Edward, too, whose 
voyage to India in the winter of 
1875-76 brought him into close con- 
tact with the chief Indian vassals of 
the British Crown, had a great par- 
tlality for Indian attendants and 
orderlies, and it is an open secret 
that the honor of attending his late 


Majesty for a season was much cov- 
eted by the sons of Indian rulers. 
In a certain sense these visits 


form the completion of their English 
education, for the majority of the 
Indians seen at the court have been 
to our colleges and ‘Varsities for 
their early training. 

The custom, which really has for 
its object the cementing of the bond 
of friendship between Britain and 
India, is carefully observed by King 
George and Queen Mary, whose visit 


in 1911, when they attended the 
Durbar, and Delhi was proclaimed 
the capital of India, aroused much 
enthusiasm. As a matter of fact, 


His Majesty made himself so popular 
during his visit to India that it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
orderlies at present in attendance 
upon him wer: selected from the 
number who wished to spend a sea- 
son at the English court.

The journey was undertaken 
to examine the situation on the 
Anglo-Abyssinian frontier, and to 
inquire into the circumstances under 
which Captain Aylmer met his 
death and Lieutenant Lloyd Jones 
was severely wounded in encounters 
with raiders.

Adis, Abeba, in January, and when |

Even among 
the diplomatic body in Adis, Abeba, 
nothing is known beyond the fact 
that not one of the Ministers has 
seen Menelik for years The general 
belief is that the emperor’s emtalm- 
ed body lies in an innermost room 


of the Gebi, but as a matter of fact 


those in the Abyssinian capital know | 


no more than people in London, The 
total distance covered by the Abys- 
sinian expedition to Nairobi, was 1,- 
116 miles, and involyed a three 
months’ march,

LONDON STAGE MANAGER HAD 
DREAM ABOUT IRVING. 


A, B. Tapping Tells Queer Story of 
Warning of Death of Laurence 
Irving In Empress Disaster— 
Many Other Queer Premonitions 
of Coming Catastrophes Are on 
Record. 


“The dream haunted me all the 
day, and when it became known that 
they had actually sailed on the Em- 
press the news quite unnerved me, 
as I felt certain that it was a mes 
sage that the young actor and his 
wife had perished.” 

A few hours later Mr. A. B. Tap- 
ping, stage manager of the Kingsway 
’ eatre, London, learnt the awful 
truth that among tue passengers who 
went down with ‘he ill-fated Empress 
of Ireland were Mr. Laurence Irving 
and his wife. 

The dream which foreshadowed the 
death of the popular actor was an 
extraordinary one. Mr. Tapping, who 
is touring the provinces with a com- 
pany playing the drama, “The Great

General Daumestil’s wooden aod 
iron leg is in the Paris military mus- 
eum, 
of his ‘egs at the battle of Wagram, 
and when he returned to Paris it was 
replaced by a mechanical contrivance 
of timber with iron springs. Although 
crippled, the old soldier remained in 
active service and aws in command of 
the Vincenues fort in 4 when the 
allies were in Paris. It was to the 
troops of the antiNapoleon coalition 
that General Daumesnil said when 
called upon to give up his fort, “Let 
me have my leg and then you can take 
Vincennes.” The old general died in 
1832, deprived of his mechanical limb. 
It had been taken off while He was ill 
in order to be repaired by a smith 
named Broun, tiving in Vineetines. Brou 
kept the article and handed it down 
to his family, from whom it subse- 
quently passed into the ownership of 
the municipality of Vincennes. The 
councillors of the artillery borough 
handed it ove: to the war department, 
and jt is among the most honored rel- 
ics of French armies of the past.

Cfficial Bread 

This ig the way to make offictal 
bread, given out by the chief cook of 
the department of agriculture; 

“For -hree pound loaves—make fer- 
ment of One ounce cake compressed 
yeast, one ounce granulated sugar, half 
ounce salt and twenty ounces water. 
Place in oven temperature for an 
dour, Weifh four and one-half pounds 
flour and let it warm. Mix flour and 
ferment together. Cover mixture aud 
warm for twenty minutes. If dough 
is too stiff add lukewarm water. After 
twenty minutes mc.e take up dough 
with hands siightly greased and fold 
over and over fourteen times. Cover, 
aside for twenty Minutes: then 
After twenty minutes 
more mold into loaves and bake forty 
minutes in a steady oven 400 to 410 
degrees F. A cup of water in the oven 
will make a tenderer crust.”
